The present invention relates to apparatus and method for modulating of on-channel 
repeater. 

The claims 1-5 and 9-13 are characteristic of the modulator to have MUX, up-sampling 
means, l/Q filter, DAC, RF converter and adder. The dependent clajms 6-8 and 14-16 
define the filter as ER (Equi-Ripple) or SRRCCSquare Root Raised Cosine). 

D1 shows, in Fig. 2, a modulator to have MUX, sampling-rate expander, l/Q filter, DAC 
and RF converter. It is, in D1, described that the function of the above bart corresponds 
to that of the above part in the claims. So, the claims 1-5 and 9-13 are not novel. 

Considering the difference between the claims 6-8 and 14-16 and D1, the present 
invention uses the ER or SRRC filter. However, the filter is the prior art that a person 
skilled in the art could use. Therefore, the invention, as in claims 1-16, is not considered 
to involve an inventive step. 
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
